southwest  of 

Orlando,  in  the  lake  and  forest 
country  of  central  Florida,  a new  world  of 
entertainment  and  recreation  opened  its 
gates  in  October,  1971.

( opposite  page)  have  walking  beam” 
engines  unlike  any  built  in  100  years. 
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‘^Getting  there’’  or  rather  getting 
around  after  getting  there,  is  half  the 
fun  at  Walt  Disney  World. 

At  the  main  entrance,  visitors  leave 
their  cars  for  the  day  and  board  mono- 
rail  trains,  motor  trams,  and  old- 
fashioned  steamboats  and  ferry  boats 
for  the  one-mile  journey  over  or  around 
the  Seven  Seas  Lagoon  to  the  Magic 
Kingdom,  The  boats  and  monorails  are 
designed  not  only  for  show  and  flow, 
but  also— in  the  monorails’  case— to 
demonstrate  today  a transportation 
system  of  tomorrow. 

Guests  staying  overnight  in  the 
Vacation  Kingdom  also  leave  their  cars 
parked ; monorails  stop  at  the  Poly- 
nesian Village  and  Contemporary 
Resort  every  few  minutes,  and  the 
smaller  Voyager  boats  (previous  page) 
travel  to  and  from  the  Fort  Wilderness 
campgrounds. 

But  getting  there  is  only  part  of  the 
fun.

Turn  back  the  clock  to  the  turn-of-the-century  on  Main  Street,  U.SA 
the  first  of  six  main  areas  or  ‘‘lands”  that  make  up  the  Magic  Kingdom. 

Main  Street  was  the  heartline  of  America  in  1890-1910. 

Here  was  the  crossroads  of  an  era : The  gas  lamp  giving  way  to  the 
electric  light,  the  sputtering  “horseless  carriage”  challenging 
Old  Dobbin  for  the  streetcar  right-of-way. 

Walt  Disney  was  a “main  streeter”  of  the  times ; it  was  his  concept 
that  Main  Street,  U.S.A.  should  “bring  back  happy  memories 
for  those  who  remember  the  carefree  times  it  recreates!’  As  horse- 
drawn  streetcars  and  motorized  jitneys  pass,  visitors  browse  in  the 
Emporium  or  Market  House ; watch  artisans  at  work  in  the 
glassware  shop  and  silhouette  studio ; dine  in  the  elegant  Crystal 
Palace;  and  relive  the  days  of  silent  films  and  penny  arcades. 

Marching  bands,  parades  and  other  pageants  are  part 
of  Main  Street  too  . . . for  here,  the  era  of  the  small  home  town, 
circa  1900,  lives  again. 
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Visitors  walk  or  ride  down  Main  Street  aboard  horse-drawn  streetcars, 
jitneys,  “horseless  carriages^’  and  double-deck  busses,  passing  City  Hall, 
shops,  stores  and  the  Cinema.  All  are  designed  after  the  fashion 
of  eastern  seaboard  Victorian,  at  the  turn  of  the  century.

The  sounds  and  sights  of  Tomorrowland  are  sometimes 
young  . . . and  sometimes  old.  V iewed  from  the 
Tomorrowland  Terrace,  a youthful  musical  group  enter- 
tains against  one  Tomorrowland  panorama,  while  another 
—its  main  entrance— is  often  seen  beyond  the  graceful 
bridges  and  peaceful  waterways  of  the  Magic  Kingdom’s 
central  Plaza. 
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^‘All  of  us  have  cause  to  be  proud 
of  our  country’s  history,  shaped 
by  the  pioneering  spirit  of  our 
forefathers.  It  is  to  those  hardy 
pioneers,  men  of  vision,  faith 
and  courage,  that  we  have  dedi- 
cated FrontierlandV 

These  were  Walt  Disney’s 
words  for  a land  where  you  can 
blaze  a river  trail  aboard  a keel- 
boat  or  canoe  of  Davy  Crockett’s 
day.  And  you  can  see  the  true 
backwoods  from  the  decks  of  the 
Admiral  Joe  Fowler  and  Richard 
F Mississippi  stern- 

wheelers  of  Mark  Twain’s  time. 

Back  on  shore,  the  Mile  Long 
Bar  really  looks  ...  a mile  long. 
And  the  wild  West  lives  again 
in  two  stage  shows— the  rollick- 
ing Diamond  Horseshoe  Revue 
with  its  can-can  dancers  and 
comedians,  and  the  zany  Country 
Bear  Jamboree^  where  the 
comics  are  wild,  woolly— and 
fur -covered. 

Frontierland  will  take  you 
back  in  time,  to  a day  when  the 
pioneers  moved  westward  to 
challenge  the  American  frontier. 


Like  many  a pioneer  settlement,  the 
Magic  Kingdom’s  realms  of  the  distant 
past,  Frontierland  and  Liberty  Square, 
are  built  along  the  banks  of  the  Rivers  of 
America.  High  on  a bluff  overlooking

Here  is  America  on  the  eve  of  Independence— 1776. 
Around  the  bustling  square  are  shops  that  recall  the  business  life  of 
Colonial  America:  silver,  glass,  Mile.  Lafayette’s  Parfumerie. 

And  places  to  sample  the  hospitality  of  the  times : Liberty  Tree  Tavern, 
Columbia  Harbour  House. 

In  Liberty  Square,  Walt  Disney  sought  to  dramatize 
‘‘in  a different  and  exciting  way”  the  importance  of  our  American 
heritage.  This  story,  called  One  Nation  Under  God, 
is  told  in  the  Hall  of  Presidents,  through  the  36  men  who  led  our  nation 
from  infancy.  From  these  men,  the  free  world  may  take 
new  inspiration  and  hope,  and  new  ivisdom  from  old  words  of  prophecy. 


Inside  the  Hall  of  Presi- 
dents, the  roll  is  called,  and 
all  36  Presidents  of  the 
United  States  are  gathered 
together  on  stage— life- 
size,  life-like.

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GAF  Photo  Tips 

1.  BEFORE  YOU  START  SHOOTING 
CHECK  YOUR  EQUIPMENT 

CAMERA: 

Is  it  clean?  Check  for  dirt  & old  film  particles  Inside  . . . finger 
prints,  water  marks  on  lens  outside. 

Functioning  properly?  Check  film  advance,  shutter,  other  me- 
chanical features. 

Batteries  fresh?  Keep  an  extra  set  handy.  Clean  contact  points 
with  rough  cloth  or  eraser. 


FILM: 

Check  the  size.  Do  you  want  color  or  black  & white?  Prints  or 
slides?  Indoor  film  (tungsten)  or  outdoor? 

Is  film  fresh?  Film  characteristics  change  with  age  and  heat.  Use 
before  expiration  date.  Important:  Never  store  film  in  a hot  area 
such  as  a car  trunk,  glove  compartment,  or  in  direct  sunlight. 

Do  you  have  enough?  Don't  get  caught  short  of  film  when  that 
“once  in  a lifetime''  picture  happens. 

Film  in  camera?  Some  people  actually  forget  to  load  up.  When 
you  do  load  your  camera,  stay  away  from  intense  sunlight  If 
possible. 


II.  WHILE  YOU  SHOOT... KEEP 
THESE  THINGS  IN  MIND: 


Watch  the  focus. 

If  your  camera  has  a non- 
adjustable  lens,  stay  at  least 
four  feet  from  your  subject  or 
it  will  appear  fuzzy 
. . . “out  of  focus.'' 


Hold  that  camera  steady! 

Camera  movement  ruins  more 
pictures  than  any  other  single 
factor.  The  slower  your  shutter 
speed,  the  steadier  the  camera 
must  be. 


Don’t  block  the  lens. 

Lens  caps,  thumbs,  camera 
cases,  and  other  objects 
spoil  a surprising 
number  of  pictures. 


III.  COMPOSE  THOSE  PICTURES! 

Outstanding  pictures  don’t  just  happen . . . they  are  planned. 
Good  composition  Is  neither  difficult  nor  time-consuming.  It  is 
fun,  though,  and  it  will  improve  your  pictures  dramatically.

Extra  poititers  for  movie  fans 

Pan  Slowly.  Panning . . . moving  your  camera  across  a large  area 
to  show  its  entirety ...  is  the  bipest  problem  in  home  movies. 
Avoid  a continuous  blur  by  panning  slowly. . . or  avoid  panning 
unless  it's  necessary. 

Zoom  Sparingly.  Using  a zoom  lens  on  every  shot  will  give  you  a 
“seasick”  audience.  A few  zooms  per  roll  are  plenty.  NEVER 
ZOOM  AND  PAN  AT  THE  SAME  TIME! 

i Wind  motor  after  each  scene.  This  way  you'll  never  “run  out  of 
gas”  In  the  middle  of  exciting  action.  If  your  camera  has  an 
electric  drive,  use  fresh  batteries. 

Vary  scene  length.  It  will  give  your  show  a change  of  pace. 

Important! . . . Don't  try  to  film  the  entire  Jungle  Cruise,  for 
example,  on  a few  seconds  of  film.  Remember  that  a minimum 
of  five  full  seconds  Is  normally  required  for  any  movie  scene  to 
be  enjoyed  and  understood. 


An  Important  Word 
About  Flashbulbs 

Flashbulbs  are  prohibited  In  most  Indoor  attractions  In 
the  Magic  Kingdom.  The  Haunted  Mansion,  Hall  of  Presi- 
dents, Mickey  Mouse  Revue,  Country  Bear  Jamboree,  and 
other  dimly  lit  shows  are  virtually  Impossible  to  shoot 
with  flash  equipment. 

Don’t  try  to  Illuminate  large  subjects  or  anything  further 
than  12  feet  away.  Large  or  distant  objects  at  night  must 
be  shot  with  time  exposure.  A flash  picture  of  the  Cinder- 
ella Castle  would  require  more  than  100, OOQ  flashbulbs! 

Do  follow  the  instructions  of  your  flash  equipment  to  the 
letter.  It  will  save  you  time,  money,  and  countless  bad 
pictures. 


Some  pictures

Family  pictures  are  important 
but  a few  go  a long  way.  The 
same  picture  without  the  family 
clearly  shows  the  submarine 
they  just  cruised  on  . . . better 
for  storytelling  back  home. 


IV.  WHEN  YOU  GET  BACK  HOME: 

Develop  your  film  immediately.  Remember  that  film  character- 
istics change  with  age.  The  sooner  you  process  the  pictures, 
the  sooner  you  will  enjoy  them,  and  the  better  they  will  be. 

Organize  your  “show.”  Both  slides  and  movies  should  be  ar- 
ranged according  to  subject . . . Adventureland,  Fantasyland, 
Polynesian  Village  Hotel,  etc.  For  example,  even  If  you  visited 
Adventureland  several  different  times  during  a week's  vacation, 
keep  the  pictures  together.  Your  “show”  will  be  much  more 
understandable. 

Avoid  repetition.  Fifteen  different  shots  of  the  Cinderella  Castle 
are  fine  for  a “castle  picture  collection,”  but  pick  out  only  the 
cream  of  the  crop  for  your  show.  The  same  goes  for  family 
pictures.  Include  several  to  show  that  you  were  “really  there,” 
but  save  the  majority  for  the  family  album.
